Basham:  limit 
DEQ  retirees’ 
job  selections

Two  days  after  being  sworn 
in  as  the  new  22nd  State  Dis¬ 
trict  Representative  Raymond 
Basham  (D-Taylor)  sponsored 
an  amendment  that  would 
block  state  Department  of  En¬ 
vironmental  Quality  retirees 
from  working  for  companies 
the  DEQ  regulated  until  at 
least  three  years  after  they  left 
state  office. 

The  amendment  was  added 
to  the  pending  annual  DEQ 
budget  request  bill. 

“It  is  not  fair  to  taxpayers  or 
competing  corporations  when 
a  former  employee,  with  lin¬ 
gering  friendships  or  contacts 
in  the  DEQ,  accepts  employ¬ 
ment  with  a  regulated  busi¬ 
ness,”  Basham  said. 

Basham’s  action  was 
spawned  by  Environmental 
Disposal  Systems  recent  hiring 
of  former  DEQ  geologist 
Thomas  Segall  as  a  consultant. 

“The  people  were  hiut  be¬ 
cause  they  had  no  way  to  de¬ 
fend  themselves  against  an 
insider’s  knowledge.  My 
amendment  gives  us  the  secu¬ 
rity  we  were  missing,”  Basham 
added. 

Basham  was  sworn  in  on 
June  18  and  took  over  his  Lans¬ 
ing  office  only  hours  after  he 
successfully  won  his  special 


election  battle  with  Republi¬ 
can  Rick  Butkowski. 

Basham,  a  51-year-old  Ford 
Motor  Co.  employee,  easily  de¬ 
feated  his  opponent  in  Ro¬ 
mulus  and  Taylor  (combined) 
by  a  total  of  2,460  to  661  votes. 

House  Speaker  Curis  Hertel 
(D-Detroit)  officially  welcomed 
Basham  by  saying  “Ray’s 
strong  showing  while  running 
in  part  on  our  (the  Democratic 
Party’s)  90  day  agenda  show 
that  voters  agree  with  our  mes¬ 
sage  of  cutting  taxes  for  work- 
ing  families,  improving 
education  quality  and  keeping 
our  neighborhoods  safe.” 

Six  hvmdred  and  42  voters 
turned  out  in  Romulus  last 
Tuesday  with  Basham  gaining 
510  votes  (or  79  percent)  to 
Butkowski ’s  129  votes. 

Two  write-in  votes  were  re¬ 
corded  in  Romulus  and  one  vo¬ 
ter’s  ballot  was  disallowed, 
since  it  contained  votes  for 
both  candidates. 

Butkowski  was  blanked  only 
in  the  eighth  district,  where 
Basham  scored  22  votes.  Four 
precincts  showed  only  one 
vote  for  Butkowski,  while 
Basham  picked  up  nine  to  26 
votes  in  the  various  precincts. 

The  Romulus  absentee  bal¬ 
lots  showed  70  votes  for 
Butkowski  and  231  for  Basham. 


7  city  firefighters 
sent  to  the  hospital

Seven  Romulus  firefighters 
were  hospitalized  briefly  last 
Saturday  and  Sunday  after  a 
“hot  load”  of  smouldering 
plastic  was  dumped  into  the 
City  Environmental  facilities 
at  Inkster  and  Van  Bom  roads 
in  Romulus. 

Fire  Chief  David  Allison 
said  the  call  came  in  at  5:30 
p.m.  Saturday  as  dense  smoke 
filled  the  area  for  hoims,  mak¬ 
ing  it  difficult  for  firefighters 
to  clear  the  area. 

Six  of  the  firemen  fell  vic¬ 
tim  to  smoke  inhalation  and 


had  to  be  treated  at  nearby  An¬ 
napolis  Hospital.  One  firemen 
suffered  a  back  injury,  Allison 
said. 

Firefighters  worked  until 
about  7:30  the  next  morning 
clearing  the  “hot  load”  out 
with  front  end  loaders  and 
then  dousing  the  smouldering 
debris  with  heavy  supplies  of 
water. 

Approximately  30  firefigh¬ 
ters  from  all  four  of  the  city’s 
fire  stations  responded  to  the 
fire,  Allison  said. 

Allison  said  the  fire  did  lit¬ 
tle  damage  to  the  City  Environ¬ 
mental  facilities. 


Outlet  mall 

Groundbreaking  plan  is  still 
more  than  a  year  away  here

The  image  of  Romulus’  cur¬ 
rent  construction  efforts  on 
the  Vining  road  interchange  is 
being  used  by  Tanger  Factory 
Outlet  Center  marketers  to  en¬ 
list  potential  national  and  re¬ 
gional  chains  to  open  local 
facilities  here  in  coming  years. 

Steven  Tanger,  president 
and  chief  operating  officer  of 
the  outlet  center  firm,  an¬ 
nounced  the  marketing  effort 
Monday  night  before  the  Ro¬ 
mulus  City  Council. 

But  Tanger’s  10  minute  talk 
that  lacked  any  firm  dates  for 
construction  plans  frustrated 
Councilman  William  Crova, 
who  asked  “is  that  all  there  is 
to  your  presentation?  I’m  dis¬ 
appointed.  I  expected  more 
since  you  (and  your  manage¬ 
ment  team  from  North  Caro¬ 
lina)  took  time  to  visit  us.  1  find 
little  substantial  information 
in  your  talk  before  us.” 

Tanger,  appearing  mildly 
shocked  by  Crova’s  comments, 
said  Tanger  Co.  had  little  to 
market  in  Romulus  prior  to  the 
beginning  of  construction  of 
the  interchange.  “Before  that 
the  planned  interchange  was 
only  a  line  drawn  on  a  local 
map,”  Tanger  added. 

Most  of  Tanger’s  talk  before 
the  council  was  a  list  of  histori¬ 
cal  information  about  the  Tan¬ 
ger  family  involvement  in 
outlet  centers  across  the  U.S. 
and  their  “proud  partner¬ 
ships”  with  cities  they  are  lo¬ 
cated  in. 


Crova’s  comments  obviously 
were  spawned  by  the  long  de¬ 
lays  in  having  any  private  con¬ 
struction  done  in  the  last  10-15 
years  on  the  well  publicized 
Metro  World  dream  for  the 
city. 

The  city  has  spent  millions 
of  dollars  in  more  than  a  de¬ 
cade  to  upgrade  the  infrastruc¬ 
ture  of  the  Metro  World  area 
properties.  The  lack  of  private 
developments  became  a  major 
campaign  issue  in  both  the 
races  for  mayor  and  council  in 
1995  and  will  undoubtedly  be¬ 
come  one  again  this  year. 

Surprisingly  Councilwoman 
Mary  Collins  sounded  the  most 
positive  note  for  the  Tanger  ef¬ 
fort  saying  “I’m  going  to  feel 
that  you  are  here  to  stay  and 
I’m  glad  to  see  the  Romulus 
name  on  various  pieces  of  your 
brochures. 

“I’m  going  to  remain  opti¬ 
mistic  that  bulldozers,  etc.  will 
be  on  hand  soon,”  Collins  ad¬ 
ded. 

Tanger  added  in  his  state¬ 
ments  that  at  this  time  his  out¬ 
let  mall  plan  calls  for  full  use 
of  about  136  acres  on  both 
sides  of  the  interchange.  With¬ 
out  making  a  commitment, 
Tanger  said  he  hoped  to  see  a 
groundbreaking  for  the  effort 
sometime  in  the  next  year  or 
so  (well  after  this  November’s 
election). 

The  Romulus  site  has  been 
shown  in  hundreds  of  meet¬ 
ings  across  the  nation  and  we 
“thank  you  for  having  the  pa¬ 
tience”  in  not  asking  for  the 
names  of  key  tenants  at  this 


time,  Tanger  said. 

Tanger  plans  to  include  a 
number  of  factory  outlet 
stores,  a  string  of  modern 
movie  theatres  and  top  line 
restaurants  in  the  local  mall. 

Currently  Tanger  has  out¬ 
lets  in  West  Branch,  Mich., 
Branson,  Mo.,  Lancaster,  Penn, 
and  Manchester,  Vt.  among 
other  locations. 

Tanger  said  one  other  rea¬ 
son  his  management  team 
came  to  Romulus  was  “to  get  to 
know  you  (the  council  mem¬ 
bers).” 

In  two  unrelated  Items, 

Mayor  William  Oakley  re¬ 
vealed  that  plans  are  being 
made  to  attack  the  area’s  wors¬ 
ening  gj^sy  moth  problems 
next  spring  and  a  horse  auc¬ 
tion  is  being  planned  for  July 
10  to  sell  the  five  Arabian 
horses  taken  from  a  Romulus 
farm  early  this  year. 

On  the  gypsy  moth  issue, 
Oakley  said  he  will  be  meeting 
with  a  county  extension  expert 
within  the  next  week  to  plan 
next  year’s  efforts.  “It  is  too 
late  to  do  anything  this  year,” 
Oakley  said. 

On  the  horse  auction  matter, 
the  mayor  said  the  city  has  re¬ 
ceived  the  needed  papers  to 
sell  the  confiscated  horses  that 
have  been  treated  at  a  local 
horse  farm  operated  by  Fred 
Hay. 

The  auction  is  slated  to  be 
held  at  5  p.m.  at  the  Willowtree 
Stables  on  Merriman  road  in 
Romulus.

Crash  aftermath 

Insurance  companies  note  limo  dangers

Insurance  companies  are 
scrutinizing  all  of  the  Detroit 
Red  Wings,  and  one  of  the  first 
to  feel  the  pinch  is  ACS  Lim¬ 
ousine  in  Wayne. 

ACS  owner  Henry  Berry  has 
confirmed  for  the  Eagle  that  its 
insurance  carrier,  St.  Paul  In¬ 
surance,  will  drop  the  limo 
company’s  coverage  within  30- 
days. 

“Yes,  this  is  a  direct  result 
of  the  Red  Wing  accident,” 
said  Berry.  “Our  premium  was 
due  and  they  decided  to  drop 
us.  We  only  had  only  $4,000  in 
claims,  however  it  was  the  fre¬ 
quency  of  accidents  that  hurt 
us.” 

Berry  says  the  insurance 
company  was  displeased  with 
four  accident  claims,  which  he 
says  were  hitting  light  poles 
and  a  mailbox.  The  accidents 
were  caused  by  two  drivers, 
one  whom  is  still  driving  for 
the  company. 

“However,  since  the  Red 
Wings  incident  the  insurance 
industry  has  become  less  toler¬ 
ant  of  accidents,”  notes  Berry. 
“I  believe  a  lot  of  insurance 
companies  will  be  getting  out

of  the  delivery  (limousine) 
business.  However,  I  don’t  be¬ 
lieve  we’ll  have  any  problem 
finding  another  company  to  in¬ 
sure  us.” 

Berry  says  while  claims  to¬ 
taled  $4,000,  his  premium  for 
the  company  was  $98,000,  and 
doesn’t  feel  he  has  abused  the 
system. 

Meanwhile,  it  won’t  be  until 
July  7  before  Gambino  Lim¬ 
ousine  driver  Richard  Gnida 
will  be  charged  for  the  acci¬ 
dent  which  has  left  two  Red 
Wings  in  comas. 


“Birmingham  police  have 
referred  blood  samples  to  a 
second  lab  for  additional  test¬ 
ing,”  said  Jason  Pemick,  act¬ 
ing  chief  of  the  Oakland 
County  warrants  division.  “We 
wanted  to  test  for  all  intoxi¬ 
cants  and  the  Michigan  State 
Police  lab  couldn’t  provide 
that.” 

Pemick  tells  the  Eagle  that 
Birmingham  police  are  talking 
with  Wayne  police  officials 
about  Gnida’s  driving  tickets 
in  Wa^e  and  whether  or  not 
Gambino  officials  knew  Gnida 
was  driving  with  a  suspended 
license. 

“We’ve  heard  Wayne  police 
advised  Mr.  Gambino  of  the 
problem,  but  proving  he  actu¬ 
ally  was  told  could  be  the 
sticking  point,”  said  Pemick. 
“In  any  case,  the  charge 
against  Gambino  would  only 
be  a  misdemeanor.” 

A  spokesman  for  the  lim¬ 
ousine  service  said  the  com¬ 
pany  didn’t  know  Gnida  was 
driving  with  a  revoked  license. 

Gnida  was  arrested  twice 
driving  Gambino’s  limousines 
in  Wayne,and  twice  the  car 
was  impounded.  Both  times 
Wayne  police  say  the  company 
was  notified. 


Wayne  Police  Sergeant  Tom 
Miller  recalls  recording  Gnida 
going  20  miles  per  hour  over 
the  speed  limit  and  miming  a 
stop  sign  before  being  stopped 
at  Annapolis  and  Wayne. 

Gnida  was  also  drunk, 
nearly  twice  the  legal  limit  for 
blood  alcohol  level.  The  sec¬ 
ond  time  Gnida  was  caught 
driving  on  a  suspended  li¬ 
cense. 

Pemick  says  Gnida  could  be 
charged  with  driving  with  a 
suspended  license,  second  of¬ 
fense,  a  misdemeanor  which 
carries  up  to  one  year  in  jail 
and  a  $500  fine  if  convicted.  A 
charge  of  felonious  driving  is  a 
two-year  felony.  And  if  any  li¬ 
quor  or  drugs  are  found  in 
blood  tests  he  could  be 
charged  with  operating  the 
limousine  while  under  the  in¬ 
fluence,  which  is  punishable 
up  to  five  years  in  prison  and 
up  to  $5000  in  fines.

Five  Romulus  elementary 
school  facilitators  felt  proud  of 
their  accomplishments  during 
the  1996-97  school  year,  when 
they  reported  their  efforts  to 
the  school  board  recently.

70  years  old 

Historic  theater  seats  ‘up  for  adoption’

The  Wayne  Historic  Theatre 
Restoration  Group  wants  to  let 
residents  know  they  can  be  a 
part  of  history  by  adopting  a 
seat  at  the  Historic  Wayne 
Theatre  located  on  Michigan 
Avenue  just  west  of  Wayne 
Road. 

For  $250  donators  will  have 
their  name  engraved  on  a 
brass  nameplate  and  attached 
to  a  seat  on  completion  of  res¬ 
toration. 

Elaine  Welch,  secretary  of 
the  Wayne  Theatre  Restora¬ 
tion  Group,  said,  “We  appreci¬ 
ate  any  help  we  can  get.” 

The  Downtown  Develop¬ 
ment  Authority  is  doing  noth¬ 
ing,  she  said. 

This  adopt-a-seat  program 
was  created  by  the  Restoration 
Group  to  help  raise  money  for 
renovations.  The  group  orga¬ 
nized  in  1987  when  they  saved 
the  theater  from  the  wrecking 
ball. 

“It’s  been  crawling  ever 
since,”  Welch  said. 

She  submitted  a  “History  of 
the  Wayne  Theatre”  that  she 
would  like  to  share  with 
readers. 

This  is  the  story  of  a  theater 
that  once  was  the  talk  of  West¬ 
ern  Wayne  County.  Today,  it’s 
all  but  forgotten.  The  final 
chapter,  however,  is  yet  to  be 
written. 

If  a  group  of  concerned  citi¬ 


zens  are  successful,  the  story 
will  tell  of  a  theater  that  liter¬ 
ally  returned  from  the  grave  to 
live  again  with  laughter  and 
applause. 

Back  in  1926,  when  most  of 
the  area  was  rural  farmland, 
when  Michigan  Avenue  was 
the  main  highway  between  De¬ 
troit  and  Chicago  and  when 
the  village  of  Wayne  was  the 
hub  of  activity,  local  business¬ 
men  built  a  theater  and  hotel 
complex.  It  included  five 
stores  along  Michigan  Avenue 
and  a  bowling  alley  in  the 
basement. 

The  Wayne  Theatre,  by  all 
accounts,  was  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  ever  built  in  a  small 
town.  It  seated  850  (625  on  the 
main  floor,  225  in  the  balcony) 
and  featured  excellent  acous¬ 
tics,  a  full  orchestra  pit  and  a 
fly-space  for  stage  curtains. 

Ads  called  it  “’The  Pride  of 
Wayne.”  They  promised  the 
latest  in  photo-  plays  (that’s 
what  they  called  movies  in 
those  days)  and  the  best  in 
vaudeville  on  Saturday  and 
Sunday. 

Opening  night  was  Saturday, 
Aug.  27,  1927.  Newspaper  arti¬ 
cles  tell  of  patrons  lined  up  for 
more  than  a  block  when  the 
doors  opened  at  6:30  p.m.  a 
standing-room-only  audience 
saw  Marion  Davies  in  TiUie  the 
Toiler,  and  an  Our  Gang  com¬ 
edy,  Yale  vs.  Harvard,  a  Para¬ 
mount  News  short,  and  five 
vaudeville  acts.  The  shows 


were  a  hit.  Soon,  it  was  the 
most  popular  theater  around. 

The  Woodward  Theatre 
Company,  headed  by  Henry  S. 
Koppin,  operated  the  theater. 
Koppin  managed  26  theaters 
in  Michigan  that  were  popu¬ 
larly  known  in  the  Midwest  as 
the  Koppin  Vaudeville  Circuit. 
Many  big  acts  toiured  Detroit, 
such  as  A1  Jolson  and  Fred  As¬ 
taire,  who  also  played  Wayne. 

Special  radio  nights  in¬ 
cluded  a  broadcast  of  the  Jack 
Dempsey-Gene  Tunney  fight. 
And  radio  station  WWJ  regu¬ 
larly  presented  The  Oklahoma 
Cowboys  live  from  the  stage. 

But,  alas,  the  stock  market 
crash  of  1929  caused  Koppin  to 
close  his  chain  of  theaters.  A 
few  months  later,  Walter 
Shafer  reopened  the  Wayne 
Theatre  and  operated  it  with 
his  sons,  Charles  and  Martin, 
as  a  movie  house  imtil  1951, 
when  it  was  closed.  The 
Shafer’s  had  recently  opened 
the  larger,  more  modern  State 
theater  down  the  street.  As 
with  the  vaudeville  that  was 
once  so  popular,  the  Wayne 
Theatre  soon  became  but  a 
fond  memory.

Belleville  dancer  realizes  dream

Kalin  was  anxious.  She  was 
having  trouble  sleeping,  be¬ 
cause  of  a  recurring  night¬ 
mare. 

“I  kept  dreaming  that  some¬ 
how  I  would  miss  the  call,”  she 
said.  “Either  I  was  at  the  mall, 
or  just  not  in  the  house  when 
the  phone  rang.” 

Kalin,  a  resident  of  Be¬ 
lleville,  got  out  of  bed  and 
stared  at  the  telephone,  will¬ 
ing  it  to  ring.  Although  the  call 
she  was  waiting  for  was  to 
come  between  9  and  10  a.m., 
Kalin  was  up  and  waiting  at  7 
a.m. 

To  keep  her  mind  occupied, 
she  decided  to  call  her  mother. 
But,  before  she  reached  the 
phone,  it  rang. 

“I  knew  what  it  was,”  she 
said.  “Nobody  calls  here  that 
early.  I  answered  it,  and,  even 
though  it  was  so  early,  I  let  out 
the  biggest  scream!” 

Shay  Scott,  coordinator  for 
Automotion,  the  Detroit  Pis¬ 
tons  dance  team,  was  on  the 
other  end  of  the  line,  letting 
Kalin  know  she  made  the 
squad. 

A  teacher  at  P  &  P  Dance 
Studio,  Kalin  wasn’t  even 
going  to  try  out  until  a  friend, 
who  was  headed  to  the  audi¬ 
tion,  invited  her  to  go  along. 

Approximately  200  women 
auditioned  for  the  squad,  only 
17  were  chosen  after  three 
days  of  try-outs. 

“The  first  day  was  like 
cheer  leading,”  Kalin  ex¬ 
plained.  “I  was  never  a  cheer¬ 
leader,  and  the  audition  was 
really  hard.  I  was  glad  I  made 
it  through  it.  The  second  day 
we  were  interviewed,  and  we 
danced  on  the  third  day,  which 
came  easy  to  me.” 

Kalin  has  been  studying 
dance  for  14  years,  and  has 
been  competing  since  she  was 
10  years  old.  Her  main  focus  of 
study  has  been  on  tap,  jazz, 
and  ballet,  with  some  gymnas¬ 
tics.  She  has  been  a  dance  in¬ 
structor  at  P  &  P  for  the  past 
two  years,  and  hopes  to  con¬ 
tinue  if  her  schedule  with  Au¬ 
tomotion  allows  enough  time. 

Just  recently,  Kalin  audi¬ 
tioned  for  Disney  and  the 
Rockettes.  She  made  it  to  the 
final  cut  with  Disney.  “It  was 
disappointing  to  make  it  to  the 
last  cut,  and  then  not  make  it,” 
she  said.  “I  got  a  letter  in  the

mail  saying  they  didn’t  need 
me.” 

Making  the  Automotion 
team  took  some  of  the  sting  out 
of  that,  however. 

“My  husband  jokes  around. 
He  says  he  thinks  I’m  going  to 
run  off  with  a  basketball 
player,”  she  said.  “He’s  proud 
of  me  though.  He  keeps  telling 
his  friends  that  I  made  the 
team.  I  knew  I  wanted  to  do 
this  all  my  life.  I  wanted  to  be 
able  to  tell  my  grandkids  that  I 
was  more  than  a  teacher,  that  I 
was  also  a  performer.  And  now 
I  can.” 

Automotion  is  only  in  its 
second  year  of  existence.  The 
squad  performs  during  half¬ 
time  at  the  Piston  games,  keep¬ 
ing  the  crowd  pumped  up. 
They  also  make  appearances 
at  charity  functions.  A  week  af¬ 
ter  making  the  squad,  Kalin 
made  her  first  appearance  in 
Royal  Oak,  where  the  dance 
team  was  signing  autographs. 

Kalin  said  the  people  at  P  & 


P  Dance  Studio  are  behind  her 
100  percent  in  this  endeavor. 
Since  the  audition  took  up  ev¬ 
ery  night  she  was  scheduled  to 
teach,  the  substitute  explained 
to  the  students  and  parents 
what  Kalin  was  doing.  She  said 
that  many  of  the  parents  called 
her  to  find  out  if  she  made  the 
squad.  All  said  they  were  very 
happy  for  her,  as  long  as  she 
will  still  be  a  teacher  next 
year. 

After  hanging  up  with  the 
squad  coordinator,  Kalin 
called  her  mom. 

“She  was  so  excited,”  she 
explained.  “I  don’t  know  if  she 
was  crying  or  noL  but  her  voice 
was  pretty  shaky.  She’s  happy 
that  she  put  me  through  the 
dance  classes  and  now  she  can 
see  some  results.  I’ve  won 
plenty  of  awards  and  champi¬ 
onships,  but  this  is  something 
entirely  different.”

Because  I 
see  the  bird  with  his  optimis¬ 
tic,  aggressive,  carefree  atti¬ 
tude.  I  see  them  right  now,  they 
sit  in  front  of  me,  they  are  the 
graduating  class  of  1997  of  Ro¬ 
mulus  High  School. 

“I  see  a  flock  of  young  birds 
that  have  been  let  out  of  that 
cage  today.  They  have  made  it 
to  the  point  in  their  lives 
where  they  can  now  move  on  to 
their  own  lives.

The  following  memories 
and  advice  was  offered  to  the 
Romulus  High  School  Class  of 
1997  by  its  salutatorian  Tiffany 
Kerekes  at  the  graduation  cer¬ 
emonies  conducted  inside  the 
school’s  athletic  complex.

“We  have  world-class  devel¬ 
opment  teams  in  place  that 
will  transform  this  property 
into  a  superior,  mixed-use  de¬ 
velopment  that  will  be  a  tre¬ 


mendous  asset  for  all  of  Wayne 
County,”  McNamara  said. 

He  added  that  the  County 
expects  revenue  from  land 
sales  to  total  $38,155,680  mil¬ 
lion,  with  the  value  of  the  over¬ 
all  development  at  build-out 
projected  to  be  over  $1  billion.

Elections;  too 
many,  too  close 


It  seems  ironic  that  in  the  midst  of  an  exhaust¬ 
ing  cluster  of  three  Romulus  elections  in  less  than 
a  month,  Secretary  of  State  Candice  Miller  faxes 
out  a  press  release  stating  that  ftiture  local  elec¬ 
tions  could  be  consolidated  to  only  four  dates 
throughout  the  year 

Those  recommended  future  election  times 
would  be  in  February,  May,  August  and  November 

Tired  city  clerk  and  election  day  workers  in  Ro¬ 
mulus  and  Taylor  chuckled  when  they  heard 
about  the  Miller  release,  hours  after  completing 
their  third  and  final  election  in  a  month  (May  20, 
June  9  and  June  17). 

Many  wondered  why  one  of  the  special  elec¬ 
tions  for  the  22nd  State  Ptepresentative  post  could- 
nt  have  been  "consolidated"  with  the  school  board 
races  on  June  9. 

Such  a  consolidation  could  have  saved  Romu¬ 
lus  city  government  $8,000  to  $10,000  in  election 
day  costs  and  Taylor  even  more.  Such  a  consolida¬ 
tion  also  could  have  cut  much  of  the  confusion  for 
local  voters. 

As  it  turned  out  last  week  less  than  30  voters 
turned  out  per  precinct  in  Romulus  to  decide  who 
would  be  its  new  state  representative. 

While  the  three  elections,  including  two  ivithin 
one  week,  at  first  appear  to  be  in  violation  of  the 
state's  own  rules,  it  was  revealed  that  there  are  no 
restrictions  on  special  elections  called  by  the  gov¬ 
ernor 

It  was  (3ov  John  Engler,  who  called  the  two  spe¬ 
cial  elections  (for  state  representative)  before  and 
after  the  regular  school  board  elections. 

According  to  Miller’s  latest  information  cycle, 
the  recommended  reforms  follow  12  months  of  de¬ 
liberations  by  the  Elections  Advisory  Committee 
and  the  requests  are  being  presented  to  the  Michi¬ 
gan  Legislature  for  quick  actioa 

In  addition  to  consolidating  elections  to  four 
fixed  dates,  the  committee  is  urging  that  absentee 
ballot  restrictions  be  eliminated,  partisan  and 
non-partisan  candidates  be  given  an  opportunity 


to  file  a  non-refundable 
fee  rather  than  a  petition 
with  voters'  names,  ex¬ 
cept  for  races  for  gover¬ 
nor,  U.S.  Senator,  U.S. 

Representative  or  Court 
of  Appeals  judges. 

Most  of  the  recommendations  were  offered  to 
reduce  election  costs,  ballot  printing  errors  and  to 
facilitate  voter  instruction  programs. 

We  would  tell  Miller  if  she  wants  to  add  power 
to  the  committee's  persuasion  effort,  they  should 
call  Romulus  and  T^lor  city  clerk  officials  to  testi¬ 
fy  Their  memories  of  this  past  month's  over  load 
are  still  finesh  in  their  minds. 

But  since  the  current  state's  election  laws  were 
in  practicality  flaunted  here  in  the  past  six  weeks, 
we  cannot  say  with  any  guarantee  that  "cluster 
elections"  will  never  happen  again! 

Political  expediency  seems  at  times  to  outweigh 
common  sense  or  even  governmental  regulations.

Moving  Wall  shifts 
emotions  into  high  gear 


I  was  4  years  old  when  the  Vietnam  War  ended 
in  1975. 

I  have  no  memories  of  the  last  years  of  the  war, 
nor  could  I  tell  you  where  I  was  when  the  United 
States  announced  that  the  troops  were  being 
pulled  out  ofVietnam. 

None  of  my  relatives  fought  in  the  war.  My  fa¬ 
ther,  who  served  in  the  Army,  was  stationed  in  Ger¬ 
many  &x)m  1963  to  1966.  He  was  on  a  waiting  list  to 
be  sent  to  Vietnam,  but  was  never  called 

Most  of  what  I  know  about  the  war  came  from 
history  classes.  Unfortunately,  I  was  not  much  of  a 
history  buff.  While  the  subject  was  interesting,  I 
only  retained  the  bulk  of  the  information  long 
enough  to  pass  the  test 

Despite  this,  seeing  the  Moving  Wall  is  some¬ 
thing  I  will  never  forget  The  58,202  who  lost  their 
lives  fighting  in  the  war  now  have  names,  its  more 
than  just  a  number  found  in  a  history  book 

When  I  visited  the  mobile  memorial,  I  met 
some  veterans  of  the  war,  and  watched  as  they 
scanned  the  wall,  seeking  the  names  of  their 
fiiends  and  fellow  soldiers. 

Jerry  Stone,  of  Ypsilanti,  said  he  knew  a  lot  of 
the  men  whose  names  are  listed  on  the  memorial 
He  saw  two  units  wiped  out  in  one  attack,  and  was 
now  searching  for  their  names  on  the  Moving  Wall. 
Stone's  tour  of  duty,  fix)m  1967  to  1970,  was  served 
with  the  173rd  Airborne,  which  was  the  most  high¬ 


ly  decorated  unit  in  the 
Vietnam  War 

Rick  Utley,  of  Wayne, 
also  served  with  the 
173rd  Airborne.  He  was 
in  Vietnam  from  1965  to 
1971.  He  said  he  had 
mixed  emotions  when  he 
saw  the  Moving  Wall.  "I'm  sad  that  I  lost  friends, 
but  fm  glad  they  are  being  remembered,"  he  said. 

As  Vietnam  veteran  LeRoy  Paige,  who  was 
greatly  responsible  for  bringing  the  Wall  to 
Belleville,  read  the  poem.  Ructions  on  the  WaU,  a 
chill  ran  up  my  spine  as  I  looked  at  all  the  names 
on  the  wall 

"Their  names  are  there  on  the  Wall.  All  our 
hopes  are  there  on  the  Wall.  All  our  dreams  are 
there  on  the  Wall.  Somebody's  brother  is  there  on 
the  Wall.  Somebody's  lover  is  there  on  the  Wall.  A 
crying  mother  is  there  at  the  Wall.  A  praying  father 
is  there  at  the  Wall  All  their  neimes  are  there  on 
the  Wall" 

The  Moving  Wall  is  appropriately  named.  Not 
only  is  it  mobile,  but  it  is  ’’moving’  indeed. 

Editofs  note:  The  Moving  WaU,  a  scaled-dovm 
replica  of  the  Vietnam  Memorial,  was  displayed  at 
the  BeUeville  High  School  athletic  field  through  Tues¬ 
day.  Then  it  left  for  another  destination  as  it  traveled 
across  the  country.

Gold  shines  forever! 

Treasures  of  Atocha  come  to  state

Golden  treasures  from  a 
Spanish  galleon,  which  were 
recovered  by  Key  West  diver 
Mel  Fisher  and  placed  in  his 
personal  collection,  will  be 
displayed  in  the  Metro  Detroit 
area  on  July  24  through  27. 

The  exhibition  will  occupy 
the  entire  jewelry  department 
at  Service  Merchandise  in  the 
Clinton  Valley  Mall,  44725 
Schoenherr  Road,  Sterling 
Heights,  from  9  a.m.  to  9  p.m. 
July  24  to  26  and  from  11  a.m.  to 
5  p.m.  July  27.  After  the 
Detroit-area  stop,  the  exhibi¬ 
tion  will  continue  on  its  30-city 


tour. 

The  $40  million  traveling 
exhibit  includes  historic  mu¬ 
seum  artifacts  from  the 
Nuestra  Senora  de  Atocha  as 
well  as  a  unique  collection  of 
museum-authorized  renais¬ 
sance  jewelry.  It  is  part  of  the 
greatest  sunken  treasure  ever 
discovered,  but  only  a  fraction 
of  the  $600  million  of  Fisher’s 
total  find. 

Many  of  the  rare  items  are 
normally  on  display  at  the 
Fisher  Museum  in  Key  West 
Florida,  a  popular  tourist  at¬ 
traction. _  _ 

The  Atocha,  accl'aime  J'td'Ee’ 
the  richest  Spanish  galleon 
ever  to  be  recovered,  carried 


the  vast  wealth  of  Spain’s  New 
World  colonies  from  Havana, 
Cuba,  to  King  Philip  IV  of 
Spain.  The  ship  was  sunk  in 
September  of  1622  in  a  fierce 
hurricane  off  the  Florida  Keys. 

Over  the  centuries,  thou¬ 
sands  of  treasure  hunters 
searched  in  vain  for  the 
wreckage  of  the  Atocha  and  its 
multi-million  bounty  of  gold, 
silver  and  emeralds,  but  it  was 
left  for  Mel  Fisher,  originally 
from  Indiana,  his  wife,  who 
hailed  from  Montana,  and 
their  crew  to  discover. 

Mel  Fisher  had  dreamed  of 
finding  sunken  treasure  in  his 
youth,  and  made  a  diving  hel¬ 
met  to  use  in  local  waters.  Af¬ 


ter  a  stint  with  the  U.S.  Army 
Corps  of  Engineers  in  World 
War  II,  he  settled  in  Torrance, 
Cal.,  where  he  operated  a  dive 
shop  and  sold  scuba  equip¬ 
ment.  He  married  Dolores 
(Deo)  Horton  and  they  spent 
their  honeymoon  among  the 
shipwrecks  in  Florida  waters. 
They  returned  to  California 
where  in  1963  they  met  mem¬ 
bers  of  a  salvage  group  from 
Florida  and  “with  a  hand¬ 
shake”  made  a  50-50  agree¬ 
ment  with  Kip  Wagner  of 
Sebastian,  Florida  to  hunt  for 
treasure  in  Florida.  Some  360 
days  went  by  without  success 
and  then  they  struck  it  rich, 
discovering  1,033  gold  coins  in 
one  day  and  a  total  of  2,700 
gold  coins  in  a  week.  Then,  the 
Fishers  turned  their  interest 
to  the  calmer  waters  of  the 
Florida  Keys  and  a  search  for 
the  shipwrecks  from  a  lost  1733 
Spanish  Fleet,  including  the 
Nuestra  Senora  de  Atocha  and 
the  Santa  Margarita. 

According  to  10,000  pages  of 
Spanish  documents  re¬ 
searched  by  Fisher,  the  At¬ 
ocha  was  loaded  with  a  king’s 
ransom  of  nearly  40  tons  of 
gold  and  silver  --  900  silver 
bars,  161  gold  bars  or  discs  and 
an  estimated  255,000  silver 
pieces  of  eight  plus  gold 
chains,  emeralds  and  dia¬ 
monds. 

After  spending  nearly  17 
years  searching  more  than 
120,000  linear  miles  of  ocean 
floor,  the  treasure  was  eventu¬ 
ally  found.  During  a  dive,  Mel’s 
son,  Dirk,  had  foimd  five  of  the 
Atocha’s  bronze  cannons  while 


free  diving.  Seven  days  later, 
his  boat,  the  Northwind,  took 
on  water  during  the  night  and 
capsized  trapping  Dirk,  his 
wife,  Angel,  and  diver  Rick 
Gage  within.  The  Fisher  family 
pressed  on  with  their  quest, 
believing  it  is  what  the  victims 
would  have  wanted. 

Fisher’s  discovery  was  re¬ 
counted  in  a  National  Geo¬ 
graphic  television  special,  a 
CBS  made-for-TV  movie  and 
countless  newspaper  and  mag¬ 
azine  articles. 

Among  the  thousands  of  ar¬ 
tifacts  and  reproductions  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  exhibition  are 
solid  gold  coins  minted  in 
Spain  prior  to  1622  and  rare 
silver  pieces  of  eight  from  the 
Santa  Fe  de  Bogota  mint  that 
opened  in  1621.  Also  featured 
are  rare  Atocha  emeralds  from 
Colombia’s  famous  Muzo  mine, 
the  highly  prized  Bishop’s 
Cross,  made  from  solid  gold 
and  emeralds  believed  to 
have  been  intended  as  a  gift 
for  the  Pope,  a  solid  gold  “Poi¬ 
son  Cup”  and  currency  chains 
made  so  each  link  of  identical 
weight  could  be  twisted  off 
and  used  as  money. 

After  conquering  the  ocean 
and  perils  of  the  deep,  Fisher 
and  his  associates  had  to  fight 
the  State  of  Florida  and  the 
government  of  the  U.S.  to  pro¬ 
tect  his  right  to  the  Atocha’s 
treasure.  However,  the  U.S.  Su¬ 
preme  Court  upheld  his  full 
ownership  of  the  boimty. 

If  you  miss  seeing  the  trea¬ 
sures  on  tour,  it  will  take  a  trip 
to  Key  West  to  see  them  later  - 
not  a  bad  idea,  anyway!

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Being  a  senior  advocate  is 
second  nature  to  Nel 
Thompson,  executive  director 
of  The  Senior  Alliance  Area 
Agency  on  Aging  1-C  in  Wayne. 

As  a  child  she  grew  up  in 
North  Dakota  in  a  family 
which  included  her  grand¬ 
mother. 

“My  parents  were  hard- 
^  working  people  who  always 
<  opened  their  doors  to  people 
'  in  need,”  Thompson  said. 
“There  were  always  extra  peo¬ 
ple  invited  to  dinner,  or 
helped  in  some  other  way.” 

All  of  her  life,  Thompson 
has  worked  for  non-profit  orga¬ 
nizations. 

When  seeking  a  part-time 
position  with  one  organization, 
she  was  told  that  the  place- 
_  ment  was  filled  but  another 
agency  in  the  same  building 
J^,was  looking  for  someone. 
»;J!*Thompson  was  hired  on  a  full- 
^  Jtime  basis  and  worked  for 
f ‘  -them  for  five  years.

She  enjoys  the  part  of  her 


job  that  pairs  up  needy  seniors 
with  available  services,  and  is 
frustrated  when  she  hears  that 
some  seniors  have  “fallen 
through  the  cracks”  in  the  sys¬ 
tem. 

“We  have  a  lot  of  services 
that  enable  senior  citizens  to 
continue  to  live  in  their  home 
independently,  many  of  which 
are  available  at  no  cost  or  a 
minimal  cost,”  Thompson  said. 

“We  try  to  publicize  our  ser¬ 
vices  as  widely  as  possible,  but 
unfortunately  there  are  still 
some  seniors  who  are  not 
aware  of  the  programs  that  are 
available  for  them,”  Thompson 
said.  “Many  seniors  are  inde¬ 
pendent  and  are  reluctant  to 
ask  for  help,  even  if  it  is  sorely 
needed.  They  are  ft-om  a  gener¬ 
ation  of  individuals  who  lived 
through  hardships  and  diffi¬ 
cult  economic  times  without 
asking  for  aid.  For  some,  it  is  a 
blow  to  their  pride  to  ask  for 
help  of  any  kind  -  these  are 
the  kinds  of  people  who  ‘fall 
through  the  cracks,’  and  are 
the  ones  that  we  need  to  seek 
out  to  keep  that  ftrom  happen¬ 
ing.” 

The  Senior  Alliance,  estab¬ 
lished  in  1980  as  a  nonprofit 
organization,  is  funded  by  the 
Michigan  Office  of  Services  to 
the  Aging  with  funds  from  the 
Older  Americans  Act  and 
Older  Michiganians  Act  Addi¬ 
tional  funds  are  obtained 


through  private  donations  and 
local  matches  from  commu¬ 
nities. 

“Any  one  60  years  of  age  or 
older,  regardless  of  income  or 
financial  status  is  eligible  for 
Senior  Alliance  programs. 
However,  priority  is  given  to 
those  who  are  in  the  greatest 
economic  or  social  need,” 
Thompson  said. 

The  program  is  also  ex¬ 
tended  to  those  55  and  older 
who  have  low  incomes,  she 
said. 

Among  the  services  avail¬ 
able  are  adult  day  care,  case 
management,  chore,  elder 
abuse  services,  home  deliv¬ 
ered  meals,  homemaker,  long- 
term  care  ombudsman, 
Medicare/Medicaid  Assistance 
Program,  Michigan  Emergency 
Pharmaceutical  Program  for 
Seniors  (MEPPS),  outreach 
and  enrollment,  personal  caie, 
respite  care.  Senior  Alliance 
holiday  meals,  telephone  reas¬ 
surance,  transportation  and  vi¬ 
sion  services. 

Through  the  Homemaker  & 
Personal  Care  program  ser¬ 
vices  such  as  meal  prepara¬ 
tion,  house  cleaning,  laundry 
and  shopping  for  necessities 
can  be  provided.  Personal 
care  to  aid  people  with  groom-

ing,  bathing,  dressing  and 
toileting  needs  is  also  pro¬ 
vided. 

“One  of  the  programs  that 
we  would  like  more  seniors  to 
know  about  is  the  MEPPS.  Se¬ 
niors  65  and  older  can  qualify 
for  temporary  assistance  for 
the  purchase  of  prescription 


drugs  from  this  state-funded 
program,”  Thompson  said. 
“The  guidelines  are  that  the 
monthly  household  income 
must  be  less  than  $968  for  an 
individual  or  $1,295  for  a  mar¬ 
ried  couple,  and  the  prescrip¬ 
tion  drug  expenses  must  be  at 
least  10  percent  of  the  current 
net  household  income.” 


Thompson  noted  that  indi¬ 
viduals  can  apply  for  MEPPS 
assistance  twice  during  the  fis¬ 
cal  year,  which  runs  from  Oct. 
1  through  Sept.  30. 

Assessments  are  done  by 
The  Senior  Alliance  to  deter¬ 
mine  what  services  are  appro¬ 
priate  for  individuals.

Dear  Betty, 

My  husband  is  taking  our 
son  and  daughter  on  a 
fishing  trip  this  month  and 
I'm  sure  that  their  good  luck 
will  leave  me  swamped. 

What  does  one  do  with  it  all? 

Shreveport,  LA 

If  your  anglers  have  you  up  to 
your  gills  in  bass,  you  may  want  to 
consider  freezing  some  of  their  catch 
for  future  use.  Here’s  the  best 
method  I  know  that  also  helps 
prevent  freezer  bum;  starting  with 
cleaned,  filleted  fish,  dip  each  piece 
quickly  in  ice  cold  water  to  form  a 
glaze,  then  freeze,  uncovered,  in  a 
single  layer,  5  to  10  minutes.  Repeat 
until  a  thick  glaze  forms  on  the  fish; 
freeze  until  solid  in  a  single  layer  on 
a  tray.  Then  wrap,  label  and  freeze  so 
just  the  amount  needed  can  be 
removed  at  one  time.  Keep  lean  fish 
such  as  bass,  cod  or  red  snapper  in 
the  freezer  4  to  6  months;  fatty 
varieties  like  mackerel,  salmon  or 
lake  trout  for  only  2  to  3  months. 
Store  fresh  fish  in  the  refrigerator  for 
no  more  than  two  days  in  plastic 
wrap  or  wax  paper.

Dear  Betty, 

At  a  recent  dinner  party,  the 
host  served  roasted  garlic 
spread  on  French  bread.  It 
was  nothing  like  traditional 
garlic  bread,  and  was 
indescribably  delicious.  How 
do  I  get  garlic  that  spreadable? 

Spokane,  WA 

Nature  in  all  her  wisdom  makes 
garlic  wonderfully  tasty,  but  it’s  up 
to  you  to  roast  it  to  the  right 
consistency  for  spreading.  Don’t 
worry,  it’s  easy. 

ROASTED  GARLIC 
1  to  4  bulbs  garlic 
1  teaspoon  olive  or  vegetable  oil 
for  each  bulb  garlic 
Salt  and  pepper 
French  bread  slices,  if  desired 

Heat  oven  to  350°.  Carefully  peel 
away  paper  skin  around  bulb,  leaving 
just  enough  to  hold  garlic  together. 
Trim  top  of  garlic  bulb  about 
1/2  inch  to  expose  cloves.  Place 
stem  end  down  on  12-inch  square 
of  aluminum  foil.  Drizzle  each  bulb 
with  oil  and  sprinkle  with  salt  and 
pepper.  Wrap  securely  in  foil  and 
place  in  pie  plate  or  shallow  baking 
pan.  Bake  45  to  50  minutes  or  until 
garlic  is  very  tender  when  pierced 
with  toothpick  or  fork.  Cool  slightly. 
To  serve,  gently  squeeze  garlic  out  of 
cloves  and  spread  on  bread.

Mega  Conference  expansion  ushers  in  a  new  era  for  local  teams 


AH  the  newcomers  will  find  accommodations  in 
one  of  the  conference's  four  divisions  -s-

The  Mega  Conference  will 
begin  a  new  era  in  the  fall 
when  five  former  members  of 
the  Suburban  Athletic  Confer¬ 
ence  will  begin  athletic  com¬ 
petition  in  the  expanded  four 
divisions  of  the  conference. 

Teams  will  be  assigned  to 
one  of  four  division-Red, 
White,  Blue  or  Gold,  according 
to  their  strengths. 

The  Mega  recently  accepted 
into  its  fold  former  members 
of  SAC  -  Inkster  and  Robic- 
haud,  two  schools  with  a  large 


African-American  student 
population.  Their  acceptance 
into  the  league  ended  lengthy 
litigation  by  the  Westwood 
School  District 

Westwood  officials  had 
charged  racial  discrimination 
and  alleged  violation  of  the 
Fifth  Amendment,  charges 
that  the  27-members  of  the 
Mega  Conference  -denied. 

In  a  move  to  avert  further 
ligitation,  the  Mega  opened  its 
ranks  to  the  SAC  last  July. 

Ex-SAC  affiliates,  Inkster 
and  Robichaud,  dropped  the 
lawsuit  once  they  were  in¬ 
formed  that  they  would  be  ac¬ 


cepted. 

The  Mega  also  has  em¬ 
braced  such  schools  as  Willow 
Run,  Rouge,  and  Highland 
Park  -  former  SAC  members  - 
along  with  South  Central  affili¬ 
ate,  Ypsilanti  High. 

All  the  newcomers  will  find 
accommodations  in  one  of  the 
conference’s  four  divisions  - 
Red,  White,  Blue  and  the 


newly-created  Gold. 

Most  fans  also  may  need  a 
scorecard  or  a  compass  to  lo¬ 
cate  their  favorite  teams. 

“The  job  of  realigning  the 
teams  in  the  four  divisions  is  a 
laborious  one,”  noted  Bill 
Hawley,  Wayne  Memorial  ath¬ 
letic  director.  “But  it  has  been 
successfully  completed.  “It 
was  challenging  in  that  teams 


are  assigned  to  divisions  using 
several  criteria. 

“Some  teams  may  not  have 
been  assigned  to  the  top  divi¬ 
sion  (Red)  because  they  felt 
their  teams  were  not  ready  for 
the  caliber  of  competition  of¬ 
fered  in  that  division.  It  has 
been  a  challenging  process, 
and  this  fall  the  league  will  be 
a  very  interesting  one  to  fol¬ 
low.” 

Hawley  also  was  quick  to 
point  out  that  a  story  which  ap¬ 
peared  on  these  pages  two 
weeks  ago  about  a  proposed 
merger  between  the  Mega  and 
Western  Lakes  was  a  figment 


of  someone’s  very  vivid  imag¬ 
ination.” 

“I  don’t  know  how  that 
rumor  started,  but  whoever 
started  the  rumor  should  be 
writing  fiction.  If  something  of 
that  magnitude  should  surface, 
believe  me,  there  is  no  way 
that  we  could  keep  it  away 
from  the  media.” 

In  the  meantime,  conference 
officials  released  for  pub¬ 
lication  the  newly-aligned 
divisions  for  the  1997-98  school 
year.  There  are  some  sur¬ 
prises,  such  as  Wayne  Memo-

Deadline  nears 

Sports  officials  need  to  register 


If  you  plan  to  officiate  high 
school  games  in  the  area  dur¬ 
ing  the  1997-78  school  year, 
better  register. 

That  is  the  word  out  of  Lans¬ 
ing  and  from  the  Michigan 
High  School  Athletic  Associa¬ 
tion,  the  august  body  that  over¬ 
sees  prep  sports  in  Michigan. 

On  or  before  July  1,  the 
state’s  10,000-plus  game  offi¬ 
cials,  who  work  14  sports,  are 
urged  to  submit  their  applica¬ 
tions.  The  July  date  is  an  im¬ 
portant  one  because  it  is  the 
deadline  for  those  who  wish  to 
be  listed  in  the  MHSAA’s  an¬ 
nual  directory. 

Here’s  Bill  Bupp,  MHSSA 
supervisor  of  officials,  on  that 
subject: 

“We  always  encourage  offi¬ 
cials  to  register  before  July  1, 
so  that  they  can  be  listed  in  the 
official  directory.  That  is  very 
beneficial  for  officials  looking 
for  work  and  schools  looking 
for  officials.

Parents  warned  to  keep  kids 
away  from  Rouge  River  bacteria 


With  the  onset  of  warm 
weather  and  longer  daylight 
hours,  Wayne  County’s  Envi¬ 
ronmental  and  Public  Health 
officials  are  cautioning  par¬ 
ents  to  keep  children  from 
playing  in  the  Rouge  River  be¬ 
cause  of  bacterial  contamina¬ 
tion. 

Intensive  water  quality 
monitoring  will  allow  dry- 
weather  canoeing  from  New¬ 
burgh  Lake  to  Nankin  Lake, 
and  later  this  year,  there  may 
be  paddle  boating  at  Wilcox 
Lake.  The  Newburgh  Lake 
Restoration  Project,  now  un¬ 


derway,  will  help  with  water 
quality  improvements. 

“Construction  of  some  com¬ 
bined  sewer  overflow  controls 
has  been  completed  on  the 
Rouge  River,  and  there  will  be 
even  more  progress  later  on 
this  year,”  says  Stephen  R. 
Tackitt,  Wayne  County  Envi¬ 
ronmental  Health  Director. 
“Wayne  County  is  working  to 
extend  recreational  boating 
options  as  water  quality  im¬ 
proves.” 

Donald  Lawrenchuk,  Wayne 
County’s  Medical  Director,  re¬ 
minds  parents  that  the  risk  of 


contracting  disease  is  likely 
greater  two  to  three  days  im¬ 
mediately  following  major 
rainstorms.  While  there  is  no 
documented  evidence  of  peo¬ 
ple  acquiring  water  borne  ill¬ 
ness  through  contact  with 
these  rivers,  that  probably  ex¬ 
ists. 

The  Wayne  County  Health 
Department  is  working  to  pre¬ 
vent  water  borne  illnesses  by 
extending  it’s  standing  advi¬ 
sory  against  ingestion  of  con¬ 
taminated  water  and  playing, 
wading  or  swimming  in  the 
Rouge  River.

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Blazer  blazes  trails  in  sports-  utility  field 


1997  Chevy  Blazer

I  recently  had  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  test  drive  the  1997 
Chevrolet  Blazer.  This  Chevy 
puts  the  emphasis  on  fun.  The 
award  winning  Blazer  was  de¬ 
signed  from  the  inside  out  to 
be  comfortable,  roomy  and 
safe.  Then  they  added  an  ex¬ 
clusive  driver  control  system 
to  it’s  dependable,  long-lasting 
Chevy  truck  chassis,  to  help 
you  feel  more  secure  in  any 
driving  situation. 

Over  the  years,  the  Chevy 
Blazer  has  become  renowned 
for  its  uncompromising 
strength  and  its  extraordinary 
capabilities.  The  Blazer  is 
built  for  serious  work,  and  se¬ 
rious  fun.  There  are  lots  of 
sport-utilities  out  there,  but 
this  one  is  the  real  thing. 

The  true  achievement  of  the 
Blazer  is  not  so  much  in  com¬ 
bining  the  ride  and  comfort  of 
a  luxury  sedan  with  the 
strength  and  capability  of  a 
Chevrolet  Truck,  but  in  com¬ 
bining  them  so  gracefully  and 
intelligently  in  a  sport-utility 
that  is  uncommonly  well 
suited  to  the  way  that  you  re¬ 
ally  drive. 

While  most  sport-utilities 
force  you  to  choose  between 
room  for  your  passengers  and 
room  for  your  all-important 
stuff,  the  Blazer  generously  ac¬ 
commodates  both.  And  it  does 
it  with  poise,  refinement,  and 
strength. 

I  happened  to  get  real  lucky 


and  received  the  loaded  ver¬ 
sion  of  this  wonderful  auto¬ 
mobile.  It  was  very  stylish  with 
its  black  on  black  exterior  and 
interior.  The  interior  was  very 
nice.  Just  open  the  door,  and 
you  will  discover  that  the 
Blazer  can  be  as  comfortable 
and  well  appointed  as  a  luxury 
sedan,  with  one  significant  dif¬ 
ference.  You’re  surrounded  by 
genuinely  usable  space  and 
soft  leather. 

In  the  Blazer  you  sit  high 
above  the  road,  so  you  have  a 
great  view  of  whatever  is  going 
on  around  you.  You  also  get 
standard  daytime  running 
lamps,  to  make  you  more  visi¬ 
ble  to  oncoming  traffic. 

Other  standard  features  in¬ 
clude,  electronic  4x4  transfer 
case,  steel  wheels  with  trim 
rings,  underbody  mounted 
spare  tire  to  give  you  more 
cargo  space  (which  there  is 
plenty),  power  steering  and 
brakes,  independent  front  sus¬ 
pension,  and  full  frame  con¬ 
struction  with  a  vast  array  of 
safety  features  like,  drivers 
side  air  bag,  four  wheel  anti¬ 
lock  brakes,  center  high 
mounted  stop  light,  side  door 
guard  beams,  and  an  energy 
absorbing  steering  column. 


Power  everything  added  to 
this  package.  Mine  also  had  a 
compact  disc  player  and  all 
leather  seating.  Which  I  might 
add  was  very  stately  as  well  as 
comfortable. 

There  were  a  few  things 
however  that  I  did  not  like.  For 
instance,  the  gas  mileage  was 
not  good  at  all  (14  city  and  only 
19  highway).  The  stereo  system 
T  expected  to  be  better,  the 
sound  quality  was  not  crisp  or 
that  clear.  There  was  also  a 
multitude  of  plastic  on  the 
doors  and  inside  trim. 

Why  not  add  some  more 


leather  or  some  cloth?  The 
seats  being  leather,  why  not 
add  a  touch  more  to  the  door 
panels  and  maybe  to  the  trim? 
When  you  are  spending  $30,000 
for  sport-utility  like  this  one,  1 
think  that  you  could  add  a 
splash  of  color  and  get  rid  of 
some  of  the  plastic  that 
seemed  to  adorn  the  interior. 
It  detracts  from  the  nice 
leather  appointments  in  the 
automobile. 

All  and  all  I  thought  this 
was  a  great  automobile,  that 
offered  comfort,  style,  and 
strength.  The  price  was  not 
that  bad  either.  Pretty  easy  to 


swallow  for  this  kind  of  sport- 
utility.  Chevrolet  compares  it 
to  the  Jeep  Grand  Cherokee, 
Ford  Explorer,  Toyota  4  Run¬ 
ner,  Nissan  Pathfinder,  and 
the  Mitsubishi  Montero.  In  my 
opinion,  it  is  just  like  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Motors  version  of  the 
Jimmy.  Not  really  much  differ¬ 
ence  at  all. 

The  image  of  the  1997  Chev¬ 
rolet  Blazer  was  upscale  and 
sporty  with  the  best  available 
combination  of  ride  and  han¬ 
dling  comfort  and  conve¬ 
nience.  I  thought  that  it  was  a 
great  value.  I  must  tell  you  that 


the  Jeep  Grand  Cherokee  was 
also  very  nice,  even  nicer  than 
the  Chevy  Blazer. 

However,  for  the  money  that 
you  are  going  to  pay  for  the 
Jeep,,  you  can  get  the  Blazer 
with  all  the  amenities  of  the 
Jeep  for  a  much  lesser  price, 
and  still  have  money  in  the 
bank.  The  Blazer  is  about 
$27,000  and  the  Jeep  about 
$10,000  more.  For  just  about 
the  same  equipment  the  1997 
Chevrolet  Blazer  is  great  to 
support  active  lifestyle  needs 
with  a  useful  and  fun-to-drive 
multi-purpose  vehicle.
